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Flanders Woman 
Sentenced for 
Crash That Killed 
Daughter —

“woman was sentenced December 14 to 

one to three years in prison for driving 
while high on drugs when she crashed her car, 
killing her 4-year-old daughter in her home- 
town of Flanders in January. 

Amy Wesolowski pleaded guilty in No- 
vember at Suffolk County court to charges of 
vehicular manslaughter, driving while intoxi- 
cated with a child passenger — a felony under 
Leandra’s Law — operating a motor vehicle 
while impaired by drugs and endangering the 
welfare of a child. A charge of driving without 
a license was dropped. 

Judge Richard Ambro said she had “sen- 
tenced herself” to having to live with what she 
had done. 

Police had said Wesolowski was driving 
with her daughter in a 2005 Toyota Rav 4 
that collided with a 2022 Volkswagen Tiguan 
driven by 29-year-old Sonya Fezza of Water 
Mill on Flanders Road at 11:40 a.m. on Janu- 
ary 13. 

The child, Gracelyn Perkowski, died days 
later, on January 16, at Stony Brook Hospital, 
where she was taken for treatment following 
the crash. 

First responders had initially resuscitated 
the unresponsive child at the scene after she 
was pulled from the wreck by good Samari- 
tans and’she was rushed via ambulance to the 
hospital. Both drivers were taken to Peconic 
Bay Medical Center for treatment and were 
released later the same day.

Ihe debut of Grand Central Madison, as 

the Long Island Rail Road’s new Man- 
hattan station is called, will enable passenger 
travel from the East End to the Hudson Val- 
ley with one ticket. 

The pilot program, called the “Combo 
Ticket,” allows riders taking trips that in- 
volve transferring from the LIRR to Metro- 
North Railroad or vice versa to buy one dis- 
counted ticket instead of paying two separate 
fares. 

“Riders choose their origination station 
with Grand Central as their destination and 
pay the regular fare plus a flat rate of $8 for - 
a continuing trip to any destination on the 
other railroad,” the Metropolitan Transpor- 
tation Authority said in a news release. The 
$11 billion project connecting the LIRR to 
Grand Central — the first extension of the 
nation’s busiest commuter railroad in more 
than a century — has been plagued with de- 
lays, but service is expected to officially begin 
in early 2023. 

Before the new 750,000-square-foot sta- 
tion opens, train passengers traveling be- 
tween Long Island and New York City’s 
northern suburbs had to either take subways, 
taxis or walk about a mile between Penn Sta- 
tion and Grand Central. Instead, riders using 
both the LIRR and Metro North will just have 
to walk from one train platform to another at 
Grand Central. 

Limited service to Grand Central is expect- 

~ ed to begin in the coming weeks with shuttles 
between Jamaica before the schedule of di- 
rect trains becomes available.

NY Grants $10M 
for Downtown 
Riverhead 
Revitalization

ew York State officials issued $10 million in 

Downtown Revitalization Initiative award 
grants to the Town of Riverhead to fund eight proj- 
ects intended to revitalize downtown Riverhead, of- 
ficials announced on December 20. 

The awards will enhance streetscapes and public 
spaces, expand arts and cultural activity, as well as 
increase housing and business opportunities in the 
region, Officials said. 

“These investments will create a more walkable, 
vibrant downtown that will benefit generations of 
New Yorkers who call Riverhead home,” Gov. Kathy 
Hochul said. 


The state awarded another $10 million in DRI to 
the Village of Amityville the same day. 

In Riverhead, the DRI grants that fund public 
spaces are $3.2 million for the project to build a 
new town square connecting Main Street and the 
Peconic Riverfront with a park, $245,000 for a 
playground at Peconic Park, $750,000 to improve 
pedestrian safety on Main Street and $250,000 
to construct a floating boat launch facility in the 
Peconic River with space to maneuver and launch 
crew boats. 

Riverhead’s DRI grants for cultural facilities are 
$250,000 to have local artists build permanent 
public artwork downtown, $2 million to expand 
The Suffolk theater and $215,000 to build a new en- 
trance and welcome center for the library. 

And Riverhead’s DRI grants for housing and busi- 
ness opportunities are $2.7 million to create a new 
mixed-used development consisting of workforce - 
housing and retail/commercial space lining a public 
parking structure on Griffing Avenue. 

“For millions around the world, this is the season 
for believing,” Riverhead Supervisor Yvette Aguiar 
said. “Thank you, Governor Hochul, for believing in 
the future of downtown Riverhead.” 


Planned East 
Hampton Airport 
Reforms to be 
Studied

wn of East Hampton officials are making a sec- 

ond pass at a disputed attempt to impose new 
flight restrictions at East Hampton Airport to mitigate 
neighbors’ noise complaints. In laying the groundwork 
for a redo of its prior effort, the town board passed 
resolutions to prepare an environmental impact state- 
ment studying how such restrictions could impact 
the environs surrounding the Wainscott airport, and 


scheduled a public hearing on the topic. 

“Permanent closure of East Hampton Airport as an 
alternative will also be studied,” East Hampton Town 
Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc said while reading the 
resolution during the December 15 meeting. 

The restrictions the town has been considering 
would limit the types of aircraft, setting curfew on ar- 
rivals and departures, and restricting lead-based fuel, 
among other measures. 

The town’s prior bid to make such changes have 
drawn seven lawsuits filed by more than 30 plaintiffs 
combined. One of those lawsuits was dropped last 
month after a Suffolk County court judge issued an in- 
junction, which the town is appealing, that bars East 
Hampton Town from temporarily closing the airport 
to enact its new rules without first performing an en- 
vironmental review. 

The town scheduled the public hearing on its envi- 
ronmental review for January 17, with written com- 
ments being accepted through January 22. 
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Owning the Empire 
State Building

or about 10 years, I owned the Empire State 
Building in Manhattan. Or I was one of the 
owners. Or I thought I was. 

I had always been a big fan of this building. 
When it was built, which was almost a century 
ago, it was taller than any other building any- 
where. It also became, along with the Statue of 
Liberty, the symbol of New York City, which was 
now the greatest city in the world. For the next 
50 years, the city continued to lead the world, 
and this building remained the tallest. The city 
led in finance, advertising, trade, politics, fash- 
ion, education, sports, industry.and the arts. It 
was selected as the headquarters of the United 
Nations when the time came. We had Broadway, 
two world’s fairs, the New York Yankees, the Great 
White Way, the Met, Greenwich Village, Central 
Park. New York was even the most populous city 
in the world. And looming. over it all, looking 
down benevolently, was the unmatched Empire 
State Building — 102 stories high. 

I often wrote about the Empire State Building 
in this newspaper. After World War II, a flier flew 
into it by mistake. He died. Guess he couldn't 
imagine anything being that high. The back of 
his plane, a war plane, stuck out from the 78th 
floor for a while. But then it was fixed. King 
Kong fought his last while hanging on to the top 
of the Empire State Building. The dirigible Los 
Angeles tied up to its mast. On another occasion, 
somebody jumped off the 86th floor observation 
balcony. After that, barriers were put in to keep 
others from also doing that. Then came television 
and cable and, of course, their aerials had to be 
placed on the mast of the-Empire State Building, 
bringing it even higher. 

And, it had an amazing history. It was built 
around the same time as the Chrysler Build- 
ing. And the two buildings, going up and up and 
up, battled to see which one could end up taller 
than the other. In the end, the Empire State 
Building won. Workmen who had built gf 
it in just an astonishing 13 months, at 
the last minute, as a finishing touch, 
raised it a few feet higher than the 
Chrysler Building. Walter Chrysler 
conceded. 

In 1980, after the. Twin Towers were 
erected to a height of 110 stories and I wrote 
in Dan’s Papers that the Empire State Building 
still ruled because the Twin Towers looked like 
a couple of pathetic Wheaties boxes, I received a 
remarkable letter. 

It came from the people who owned the Empire 
State Building. They’d been following all that I’d 
written. They were very pleased. Enclosed was a 
card identifying me as an honorary officer in the 
company that owned the Empire State Building. 
I could flash this card, and it would entitle me 
to enjoy all the privileges and courtesies of the 
Empire State Building that officials of the com- 
pany were allowed. I could go up to the company

offices. I could go up to the top anytime. (There 
were long lines at the elevators to get up there, 
and you had to pay to get up.) Flash the card and 
I'd be escorted to the front of the line. I could get 
into the private club up top. When they had events 
there, I would be invited. They also told me they 
intended to bathe the building in colored lights at 
night from time to time. And there would-be an 
exclusive press release sent to me shortly. I’d be 
the first one to get it. : : 
I was overwhelmed. I wrote back and 
thanked them. I told them they should 
have appropriately different colors on 
different holidays, and they should have 
the building lit all the time, not just 
part of the time. And some of the lights 
should blink on and off. The building 
should continue as it had, as, along with 
the Statue of Liberty, the two unchallenged 
landmark structures in the city of New York. 
They did the lights as I suggested. I don’t know 
if they did them because of me. But it seemed that 
they did. Of course, I soon arranged to go there. 
The card worked like magic. It got me to the front 
of the line. But there was a wait. Turned out, I was 
waiting for the special guide assigned to me. I 
got a private tour. Went to the club up top. People 
shook my hand. When I asked to meet my part- 
ners, they told me they weren’t there that day. But 
they'd tell them I’d been there. I was so happy. 
The owners and I continued to write back and 
forth. I made suggestions. And they wrote back 


that all was much appreciated. And I continued to 
visit it and write about it. The Empire State was 
supreme. 

Then one day about 1991, I went there and was 
told my VIP card wouldn’t work anymore. The 
building had been sold. I was to now be treated 
like anybody else. They pointed to the end of the 
line. 

I was angry. “Don’t you know who I am?” I 
yelled. “You should check.” Nobody had told me 
about any of this. I demanded a meeting with the 
new owners. The new owners, it turned out, were 
not interested in me. My anger turned to despair. 
This wasn’t fair. I was actually being evicted! 

Friends told me life was like that. I should get 
used to it. After all, there was nothing I could do 
about it. 

But even to this day, sometimes, when in the 
city, ’ll look up and — even though taller build- 
ings have been built in Chicago, Sri Lanka, Tai- 
wan, Dubai and even back here in New York 
City, as ridiculous-looking needle-tall apartment 
buildings on Park Avenue and on 58th street for 
Russian oligarchs went up a few feet higher than 
the Empire State — I’d get a pang of remorse and 
spend a day or two brooding. 

Only after the Freedom Tower was built nearly 
twice the height of the Empire State Building, did 
I finally get over it. 

But yes, there was a time I owned the Empire 
State Building. 

You could look it up. 
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Montaukett Struggle: Hochul Vetoes 
Latest Bid to Recognize East End Tribe

he Montaukett Indian Nation’s 

hopes were dashed that New York 
State would finally correct the injus- 
tice dating back more than a century 
in which a judge erroneously declared 
the tribe was extinct. 

But despite the fact that Gov. Kathy 
Hochul vetoed on December 17 a bill 
that would have granted state recogni- 
tion to the Montauketts, tribal leaders 
remained optimistic they will finally 
gain their long-sought status in 2023. 
The tribe also plans to build on their 
momentum and seek federal recogni- 
tion, its leaders told Dan’s Papers. 

“In January we are going to file a 
letter of intent with the federal gov- 
ernment,” says Sandi Brewster-Walk- 
er, the executive director and govern- 
ment affairs officer for the tribe. She 


noted that tribal members met with 
the Hochul administration after the 
veto to move the process forward. 

If successful, the Montaukett In- 
dian Nation would be the third Native 
American tribe on Long Island to win 
state recognition and the first to do so 
in more than two centuries. The state 
formally recognized the Shinnecock 
Indian Nation, whose territory is in 
Southampton, in 1792 and the federal 
government followed suit in 2010. 
The Unkechaug Indian Nation, who 
call the Poospatuck Reservation in 
Mastic home, were recognized by the 
state in 1777, but have not won federal 
recognition. The Shinnecock and Un- 
kechaug are among nine tribes recog- 
nized statewide. 

The bill Hochul vetoed would have 
effectively granted tribal recognition 
to the Montauketts, who have been

fighting for acknowledgement since 
the tribe lost a Suffolk County court 
ruling in which a judge stripped them 
of their land and declared the tribe 
extinct 112 years ago. 


The state Legislature passed the. 


same bill in 2013, 2017 and 2018, but 
then-Gov. Andrew Cuomo vetoed it, 
arguing the state Department of State 
(DOS) should conduct the administra- 
tive process and make the final deter- 
mination despite legislative precedent 
of granting Indian nation recognition. 
Nearly a decade later, DOS has yet to 
make its determination. 
Tribal leaders and supporters were 
hopeful that the change of adminis- 
tration — Hochul’s old boss Cuomo 
resigned amid a sexual harassment 
scandal last year before she was elect- 
ed to keep the job last month — would 
help their chances of the bill being 


signed into law. But the new governor 
pumped the brakes. 

“Since 2018, the Department of 
State (has) received documenta- 
tion from two different groups of 
individuals, both declaring to be the 
Montaukett Indians,” Hochul wrote in 
her veto message. “While both groups 
have begun to participate in the ac- 
knowledgement process, to date, nei- 
ther group has provided the (DOS) 
with necessary information requested 
from each group. This bill would have 
the (DOS) bypass its thorough and 
careful consideration and instead 
grant state recognition to one of the 
groups petitioning for recognition.” 

State lawmakers who represent the 
East End and fought for the bill were 
not pleased. 

“The historic injustice done to the 
Montauketts when their very exis- 
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tence was denied by a state court 
over 100 years ago is obvious for 
all to see,” said state Assemblyman 
Fred W. Thiele Jr. (D-Sag Harbor). 
“The governor had the opportunity 
to right this wrong once and for all 
and turned away. The failure to rec- 
ognize the Montauketts will remain a 
stain on New York’s history and this 
governor's legacy until it is finally 
corrected.” 

State Senator Anthony Palumbo (R- 
New Suffolk) agreed. 

“I was very disappointed to learn 
that Governor Hochul has vetoed leg- 
islation ... which would have granted 
state recognition and acknowledge- 
ment of the Montaukett Indians,” said 
Palumbo. “The bipartisan measure 
passed unanimously in the State Sen- 
ate this year and we were hopeful that 
the new governor would finally sign 
this important legislation into law, af- 
ter it was vetoed ... by her predecessor. 
I will continue to fight for this legisla- 
tion and work to address this historic 
injustice and provide the Montaukett 
Indians with the recognition they 
deserve.” 

Hochul left the door open in her 
veto message to try again. 

“Vetoing this bill does not preclude 
(people) with Montaukett heritage 
from continuing to practice their cus- 
toms and traditions and teach their 
progeny the values of their culture, or 
from supplying the persistent infor- 
mation requested by the (DOS),” she 
wrote. “My administration urges all 
individuals who believe they should 
be formally recognized as Montauke- 
tt Indians to continue to work with 
the (DOS) and provide the necessary 
documentation through the existing 
process.” 

Montuakett Chief Robert Pharaoh 
took it in stride. 

“Another year added to our struggle 
to right a wrong,” he wrote in re- 
sponse to the news. “During our 113- 
year ... fight for. reinstatement, our 
Montaukett Indian Nation will con- 
tinue to work with the State of New 
York on the issue of our recognition/ 
reinstatement; to give NYS Governor 
Hochul any additional information on 
the history of our nation and people, 
so she can make her historic decision.” 

The bill was one of three pertaining 
to the East End that Hochul vetoed on 
the same day. She also vetoed a bill 
that would prohibit deer hunting on 
state lands adjacent to a wildlife reha- 
bilitation center in the Town of South- 
ampton, where there is an abundant 
population of white-tailed deer. 

“Hunting opportunities are already 


heavily regulated in Suffolk County, 


and the Department of Environmen- 
tal Conservation (DEC) has the statu-

tory authority to regulate hunting in 
New York,” she wrote in her message 
on the deer bill. “This bill would un- 
dermine DEC’s statutory authority 
over wildlife governance and would 
establish a problematic precedent.” 
Thiele blasted that veto as well. 
“There can be little doubt that the 
permitting of hunting adjacent to 
the Evelyn Alexander Wildlife Cen- 
ter has presented a threat to public 
safety which has existed for years,” he 
said. “Most notably, was the incident 
a year ago when a deer was shot on 
the center’s property and bullet holes 
were found in occupied buildings and 
structures on the center’s property. 
The state (DEC) refused to eliminate 
this inherent conflict. Now the state 


DEC is behind the veto of this com- 
mon sense legislation to avoid another 
life threatening incident.” 

Palumbo echoed the assembly- 
man’s sentiment. 

“While I understand the gover- 
nor’s concerns, this bill would have 
provided an important buffer for the 
animal sanctuary,” said Palumbo. “As 
we work to reduce the region’s deer 
population, it is important to take a 
balanced approach — one that keeps 
residents safe while enhancing efforts 
to protect farmers, motorists and lo- 
cal residents from deer and the tick- 
borne illnesses they spread.” 

The third East End bill the governor 
vetoed aimed to promote the leasing 
of certain state-owned underwater 


lands for seaweed cultivation. 

“Last year, I signed a bill that 
amended the Environmental Con- 
servation Law to authorize seaweed - 
cultivation in underwater lands ceded 
to Suffolk County in Gardiner’s and 
Peconic Bay,” she wrote in that veto 
message, noting that Suffolk’s pilot 
program for kelp cultivation runs 
through 2026. “There is currently no 
commercial scale for seaweed cultiva- 
tion in New York. Assessing potential 
environmental impacts, commercial 
and recreational user conflicts and 
spatial planning must be undertaken 
before leasing is considered on state- 
owned underwater lands.” 

Theile said the bill would further 
promote a growing industry that can 
help restore water quality and fish 
habitats on the East End. 

“As New York continues to fight cli- 
mate change and nitrogen pollution, 
this bill would have allowed more 
kelp farmers and local enterprises 
to participate in a growing industry 
that can provide substantial environ- 
mental benefits for the state,” he’said. 
“The governor's decision to veto this 
legislatiom is a missed opportunity to 
boost our economy and create new 
jobs for our maritime businesses.”

Something to Wine About: : 
Wines from Interesting Places

hortly before the pandemic, I was 

given the opportunity to apply for an 
educational trip to learn about wine in 
Georgia. I said to myself, “Wow, now that’s 
interesting. I have friends who live in 
Georgia and had no idea they had a wine 
industry.” I applied. I didn’t get it. And, 
eventually the trip was canceled. anyway 
due to the pandemic. Oh, and it wasn’t the 
Georgia -where my friends lived, it was 
Georgia, the country, that borders Rus- 
sia. Not my brightest moment, but since 
then I’ve learned this faraway area does 
produce some wonderful wine! 

The 2020 Teliani Saperavi is an ap- 
proachable, enjoyable, red wine with 
vibrant acidity and firm tannins. Made 
from 100% Saperavi grapes, and fer- 
mented entirely in stainless steel, this is 
a fresh, medium-bodied, fruit-forward, 
dry red with great firm tannins and well 
balanced acidity. This wine retails for 
the bargain price of only $15 and pairs 
exceptionally well with appetizers. A nice 


party wine to have on hand and a great 
conversation piece for its place of origin. 
And I learned, there are a few vineyards 
in Georgia, USA! 

Next up, is a wine from Virginia. Not 
just for lovers, Virginia also produces 
wine. The 2021 Vanderbilt Reserve Viog- 
nier from Biltmore Winery is crafted 
from grapes sourced from Virginia. This 
lovely, elegant, white is an elevated white 
choice for those who might usually enjoy 
pinot grigio or sauvignon blanc. Voigner 
is a crisp, clean and fruit-forward wine. 
It is less aggressive than sauvignon blanc 
and more floral that pinot grigio. This 
wine is lightly oaked with 50% of the wine 
spending only three months in oak. This 
softens the wine without imparting any 
toasty or buttery notes to the wine. It does 
have hints of vanilla, which meld beauti- 
fully with notes of pineapple and pear. 
Serve this wine with any dish you would 
normally serve with white wine such as 
seafood, chicken, salads and fruits. It nor- 
mally retails for $35, but is on sale here 
for $26: biltmoreshop.com.

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Shinnecock Voices: 
-SAJE, a Restorative 
Approach to— 

an Imbalanced 
Justice System

we bs the thousands of years of Indigenous culture 
studied by anthropologists, they have yet to un- 
cover a jail.” —Hopi Elder Stephanie Autumn. 

Imprisonment was never our way. We tribal com- 
munities governed ourselves with values passed down 
through morals and honor. Once upon a time, that 
was enough. 

With the plunge of the first steel pitchfork into our 
amber waves of grain, the fabric of our traditional 
community structure was torn. Western “civilization” 
stole our land, severed our language, oppressed our 
people with borders and subjected us to a capitalist 
society. 

Then they came for our souls. 

Our children were taken from their homes and sent 
off to residential boarding schools where civilization 
intended to “kill the Indian and save the man.” To 
their dismay, we Indians survived. But now civiliza- 
tion takes the parents and sends them off to 
prison for “reform.”. 

Whereas incarceration is a Westernized 
construct, following this model means 
that we never truly address the root 
causes of an individual's failed morals, 
which is often underpinned by a lifetime 
of unreconciled intergenerational and 
historical trauma. Naturally, these trau- 
mas are more pervasive in BIPOC (Black, 
Indigenous and People of Color) communities, for 
having borne the brunt of colonization since time im- 
memorial. 

But just as residential boarding schools were an in- 
stitution of indentured servitude and abuse — physi- 
cal, sexual and mental — so is today’s prison pipeline. 

An incarcerated individual’s chance for personal 
restoration and healing is typically diminished by lost 
prospects and devalued self-esteem. While opioid and 
other substance misuse — abuse and trafficking — 
usually leads to incarceration; intergenerational and 
mental trauma, compounded by stigma and limited 
job opportunities due to previous incarceration, are 
some of the main contributing factors to recidivism 

~ and continued substance misuse. It is a vicious cycle in 
which a loved one’s incarceration can break families, 
many times causing youth to inadvertently repeat the 
missteps of their parents. 

Incarceration as reform is a futile approach. Even 
more so for our many culturally diverse indigenous 
communities whose blood memory is only adept to 
respond to a sense of communal value and support. In

the absence of these traditional structures, indigenous © 


communities suffer the greatest. 

Native American incarceration in the U.S. increased 
85% between 2000 and 2020, which exceeds the per- 
centage of growth for the total jail population during 
that same time period. As a result, “American Indi- 
ans,” which make up only 1% of the U.S. population, 
represent 2.1% of federal incarcerates. The incarcera- 
tion rates for Native women and youth are the highest 
among these statistics, giving way to a tapestry of bro- 
ken families, which further undermines our cultural 
values. 

In a proactive effort to address the disparities in the 
American justice system and implement restorative 
practices based on traditional structures, a group of 
dedicated tribal citizens established Shinnecock Ad- 
vocates for Justice and Equity, otherwise known as 

SAJE. The mission of SAJE is to support fami- 
lies impacted by the prison pipeline and 
eliminate recidivism on Shinnecock. 
SAJE formed as a follow-up to the 
Substance Abuse and Mental Health 
Services. Administration’s (SAMHSA) 
Tribal Opioid Response (TOR) grant 
that awarded to Shinnecock Nation in 
2020. When the Nation’s TOR grant ended, 
key personnel from the project formed SAJE 
under the umbrella of the 501(¢)(3) nonprofit Blos- 
som Sustainable Development, a substance abuse and 
mental health counseling service founded by Shin- 
necock citizen Aiyana Williams, LCSW. The commit- 
tee meets weekly with the urgent intent to continue 
the TOR grant work to address the effects of the opioid 
epidemic and its related issues. 

SAJE has recruited members from other New York 
State tribes in its plight, as Shinnecock is just one of 
hundreds of indigenous communities across Indian 
Country impacted by the prison pipeline. Through its 
efforts, the committee has already gained the support 
of local community leaders and other mental and be- 
havioral health representatives in New York State. 

A pivotal meeting with Suffolk County Drug Court 
representatives helped SAJE to realize that Shin- 
necock citizens were not receiving the same oppor- 
tunities for treatment as their non-BIPOC neighbors. 
Instead, many Shinnecock citizens have repeatedly 
gone through the criminal justice system without ever 
being offered the mental health or addiction treat- 
ment services they truly need. 


A community assessment survey issued by SAJE 
revealed that Shinnecock citizens who were immedi- 
ate family to an incarcerated individual expressed the 
needs for their loved ones’ wellbeing as: mental and 
physical health services, cultural resources and cer- 
emonies, and inclusion and interaction with the com- 
munity to strengthen family ties. 

However, now that the New York State Department 
of Correction and Community Supervision (DOCCS) 
has eliminated family’s ability to ship or bring boxed 
goods to loved ones, several Shinnecock incarcerates 


‘have expressed a need for additional support. 


“When given a job assignment, I am on a fixed in- 
come; less then $12 every two weeks. With the con- 
tinued increase in prices, trying to purchase the nec- 
essary items such as toiletries and food has become 
really problematic. Even when I can get outside family 
support it is still an issue,” a Shinnecock citizen wrote 
from Wende Correctional Facility. 

A monthly income of $24 barely covers the cost of 
making a week of sandwiches, let alone the need for a 
toothbrush or socks. Meaning, the burden of provid- 
ing these basic necessities ultimately falls to the fami- 
ly, which typically consists of single mothers or elderly 
parents already caring for young children. 

In addition to establishing a food sovereignty 
bank to assist families with the burden of support- 
ing their loved ones, SAJE’s other initiatives include 
transportation for families to visit incarcerated loved 
ones; counseling visits; a restorative practices reentry 
curriculum; and welcome home ceremonies for cur- 
riculum participants. Upon reentry, SAJE hopes to 
provide individuals with peer support groups, parole 
and probation transportation, housing assistance and 


job training. 


Recognizing that incarceration causes irreparable 
damage to all involved, SAJE believes that connection 
to family, community support, and cultural tradition 
is the path to restorative reform for Native peoples en- 
tangled in today’s failing prison system. It is the fami- 
lies, especially children, who suffer most from the void 
of a parent, which can potentially develop into feelings 
of shame or hopelessness. SAJE’s intention to remove 
the stigma of incarceration for the individual and their 
families can mean the difference between changing 
history and history repeating. 

“While our progress may only be incremental due to 
a lack of funding, our commitment to our community 
remains steadfast. If we can help just one person, one 
family, we strengthen Shinnecock, our surrounding 
communities and ultimately society,’ said Meesha 
Johnson, one of SAJE’s six core members.

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Stan Herman: Uniform 
Fashion Designer for 
the Working Man

F rom the classic striped McDon- 


ald’s blouses of the 1970s to the. 


_ sharp purple-black contrast of mod- 
ern FedEx polos, some uniforms are 
designed to stand out, and for many of 

“these iconic looks, we have Southamp- 


ton fashion designer Stan Herman to _ 


thank. 

From his early years helping out in 
his father’s silk shops, Herman knew 
wanted to pursue fashion design as his 

~ career, and his father supported him. 
“My father was very encouraging. It 
was quite unusual for a Jewish father 
to have a son who wanted to be a fash- 
ion designer,’ says Herman, who has 
continued to work in fashion into his 
gos. a 

His first corporate client in need 
of a uniform rebrand was Avis Car 
Rental, and he has since created looks 
for Amtrak, JetBlue, Loews Hotels & 
Resorts, Trans World Airlines, U.S. 
Airways, United Airlines, the Central 
Park Conservancy and most recently 
Sandals Resorts. He is also renowned 
for his women’s ready-to-wear designs 
and loungeware, and he’s currently 
celebrating 30 years on QVC. 

Living in New York City in the 1950s, 
Herman and his partner Gene Horow- 
itz, a writer and teacher, discovered 
Southampton in 1953 and were awe- 
struck. “I came out here and looked at 
a lake called Big Fresh Pond and said, 
“‘That’s where I’m going to live the rest 
of my life,’ and that’s where I’ve lived 
the rest of my life,” Herman says. “I’m 
on the same piece of property that I 
rented back in 1953 with my lover of 
AO years.” 

For decades, Herman and Horowitz 
were a force for good in the Hamp- 
tons. In the advent of the AIDS crisis, 
they helped found the East End Gay 
Organization (EEGO), with Herman 
becoming one of the original chairs. 
Through the organization they built 
bridges between the gay and lesbian 
community and raised considerable 
funds for AIDS relief at events such as 
Take Off at the East Hampton Airport, 


which Herman chaired. 

“The catalyst for everything was the 
AIDS epidemic. That brought people 
together like it never happened before 
— men and women — and the women 
were the first to respond out here,” 


_ Herman explains. 


In 1991, Horowitz died suddenly of 
a stroke. 

“Both Gene and I were poster chil- 
dren for the gay movement. We were 
very open,” Herman says of his “phe- 
nomenal love affair” with Horowitz. 
“Our relationship was never anything 
but open and accepting of our homo- 
sexuality in a world that wasn’t so ac- 
cepting of it.” 

That year, Herman was brought 
on as the president of the Council of 
Fashion Designers of America (CFDA). 
“I was out of left field ... I was doing 
ready-to-wear for the mass market. It 


started, again, during the AIDS world 


when the CFDA did a massive ‘7th on 
Sale.’ In a three-day sale, we raised 
$5 million and raised the profile of 
the Council of Fashion Designers of 
America,” he explains. “They tapped 
me to be president of it, and I had the 
time and the desire for it. I thought 
it would be two, three or four years, 
and it ended up being 16 years. It was 
a fun, little position. My board at the 
time was Ralph Lauren, Donna Karan, 
Mary McFadden, Geoffrey Beene, Os- 
car de la Renta, Bill Blass — you're 
talking the créme de la créme. I was 
a good president, because I wasn’t in 
that business and wasn’t competitive 
with them, so they became my friends 
and helped me build a very solid or- 
ganization, which was really more of 
a peripheral honorary group, into a 
fundraising behemoth.” 

Along with his right hand, CFDA 
Executive Director Fern Mallis, he 
is well-known for consolidating the 
citywide events known as “New York 
Fashion Week” into an organized 
grouping of tented events in Bryant 
Park. This reenvisioning of events was 
branded as “7th on Sixth” and sold to 
IMG in 2001. 

In 2006, Herman passed the baton.

“When I was about ready to go, we se- 
lected Diane von Fiirstenberg, and she 
brought it to another international lev- 
el,” he says. “But I’m still on the board 
and am very much involved in it.” 
Additionally, Herman is involved 
with the Bryant Park Corporation, 
the Garment District Alliance, and 
he even served on the Midtown 


‘Manhattan Community Board for 


25 years, acting as the head of new 
construction. 


What else can you share about 
your life in the Hamptons? 

My roots in the Hamptons are very 
deep, very rich. I’m still in New York, 
I’m still working. I go back and forth, 
but this is really what my home seems 
to be at this point. ... 

EEGO was a coming together of 
men and women, which was very 
unusual at the time, because most 
groups were either men or women. ... 
It was an extraordinary group of peo- 
ple. ... One of the people who was very 


much involved with EEGO was Edie 
Windsor. Edie was one of my closest 
friends; we started together and she 
was part of the EEGO world. 

EEGO split up because the Hamp- 
tons is a weird gay area. When I first 
came out here, there were a few gay 
bars. There was one up in the hills of 


‘ Bridgehampton right near what used 


to be a racetrack. It was the gay bar 
out here. We only had one, and then 


~suddenly it spawned The Attic and a 


number of other gay bars. 


It was not a comfortable place for 


Southampton gays. They were much 
too behind the hedges and decided 
that — I’m sort of making a generality 
here — they'd rather have their own 


party. Like a lot of places, we don’t 


have a gay bar to this day. The gays 
are behind the hedges; they’ve built 
them higher and higher and more 
exclusive and moved away. from the 
revolutionary moment we had. ... 

It was a comfortable place for the 
gay world. The beaches were open to 
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us. Those of us who weren't Fire Is- 
landers loved that. And EEGO was 
a wonderful thing in our lives. I met 
people I would never have known. 
To have been here as long as I have 
and been so involved with the city 
and with the town, what it looked 
like when I first came here and what 
it looks like now, it’s really quite 
fascinating. 


What do you feel is unique 
about your approach to design- 
ing uniforms? 

I think it’s the way I design cloth- 

_ing in general. In my life right now, 
I do loungewear for women at home 
and uniforms for people who work. I 
do real clothes. I’ve always done real 
clothes, and uniforms are the most re- 
alistic of them all. When I first started 
to do it, people were wearing poster- 
boards for the company. When I was 
first hired by TWA, I said to them, “I 
want the uniform to look like clothing 
that these people would have bought 
themselves.” And that seemed to have 
worked. The same thing as when I 
was a very hot designer doing ready- 
to-wear — they were just clothes for 
people who wanted to look sharp and

comfortable. ... I learned how to bite 
off the edges of fashion — not compete 
but do my own thing. ... 

I don’t search out these accounts,

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they seem to come to me. If I wanted 
to, Id probably have a much larger 
business. I have a great associate 
who does most of the work now, and

I sit here and say, “Yes. No. I like it. I 
don't.” It’s a very comforting thing to 
see people wear your clothes when you 
do uniforms. When I walk through 
Central Park and I see my clothes on 
everybody, I feel very comfortable. I 
like the feeling. For 20 years, I was the 
designer for McDonald’s, and I did all 
of their seminal uniforms that are in 
the Smithsonian. That’s a nice badge 
of honor. 


What has been the most re- 
warding aspect of your fashion 
career? 

I think the most rewarding thing is 
probably my longevity. ... And as an aged 
person now, who’ really in the last legs of 
his life, I’m so content. I like the life I’ve 
lived. I had a great love affair. I’ve loved 
working. I came to a part of the world 
out here that is just extraordinary, and 
I think the waters from the canals and 
from the ocean have kept me fresh and 
young. I wish my lover had lived longer, 
but other than that I wouldn't change 
anything. . 

I’m a happy camper.

Kenneth Kronen, 
Chabad of East 
Hampton Co-— 
founder and Last — 
Rikers Plane Crash 
Survivor, Dies at 95

enneth Kronen, a long-time cantor at the Plain- 

i \view Jewish Center who survived the infamous 
‘Rikers plane crash, died on December 9. He was 95. 

Kronen was the last living survivor of the 1957 

plane crash in which a Northeastern Airlines plane 


from LaGuardia Airport crash-landed on Rikers. 


Island, killing 22 people. Prisoners from the jail as- 
sisted dozens of passengers who were “tumbling out 
of that ship,” as one prisoner described 60 years later. 

“They were the people who rescued us,” Kronen 
said of the prisoners in a 2017 interview with the New 
York Post. “I don’t know if all of us would’ve even got-

ten out without them. We were all burning. It was so 
hot, and the plane was on fire.” 

Kronen emerged as a leader in the Long Island 
and New York City Jewish community. He was well- 
regarded throughout his many years as cantor of the 


Plainview Jewish Center, where he inspired congre- 
gants with his voice. Kronen served as chairman of 
the Israel-based American Friends of Assaf Harofeh 
Medical Center. He was a founding member of Chabad 
of East Hampton with Rabbi Leibel Baumgarten and 
made major contributions to The Hampton Syna- 
gogue in Westhampton Beach. 

“Ken Kronen was a very dedicated and cherished 
benefactor of the Hampton Synagogue,” says Rabbi 
Marc Schneier. “He was a regular worshiper who 
played a significant role in the development of our 
institution. Following the plane crash in 1957, he was 
given a second chance at life, and as a result of that 
very challenging incident, Ken Kronen lived life to the 
fullest in terms of his commitment to his faith, his 
philanthropy, his love for his family and his obsession 
with tennis. He was given a second chance at life, and 
he made the best of it.” 

Kronen also contributed to the Ramaz School in 
Manhattan, along with being a major contributor to 
other Jewish philanthropic endeavors. - 

In his professional life, Kronen was a businessman: 
he was the vice president of Black Stone Webbing. 

“He was a powerfully energetic, kind, enthusiastic 
individual who always put people before deed,” says 
his wife, Dr. Jerilyn Kronen. “People were most im- 
portant to him, and he was devoutly religious.” 

In addition to his wife, Kronen is survived by his 
four children, six grandchildren and eight great 
grandchildren.

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. foseph Gannascoli: 
_Whaddya Hear? 
- Whaddya Say’

. R. Gannascoli is a successful 

actor who is best known for his role 
in the hit HBO series The Sopranos, 
in which he played a major role, as his 
character progressed in unforeseen 
ways. The scenes that he was a part 
of are among the most unmistakable 
moments throughout the show, which 
are considered by many to be turning 
points in the award-winning cinemat- 
ic masterpiece. Gannascoli is beloved 
by the millions of loyal viewers who 
watch — and rewatch — the series. 

What many do not know, though, is 
that Gannascoli is one of the very few 
actors who played more than one role 
in the story. 

“I believe I was among one or two 
characters who played more than one 
role in the series,” he says. “I first ap- 
peared in season one in the iconic 
bakery scene. My two characters were 
completely different: One a normal, 
everyday civilian and the other a mob- 
ster with a dark:secret. The first scene 
that I appeared in, in many ways, 
was an homage to Goodfellas, where 
two characters were shot in the foot.” 
He would then become much more 
prominent when he would take on the 
role as Vito. From this point, through 
the sixth season of the program, Gan- 
nascoli had a leading role. 

The character Vito was first in- 
troduced as the nephew of mobster 
Richie Aprile. He was also the cousin 
of Jackie Aprile, Jr., whom he would 
later kill. He would begin as a mid-lev- 
el contractor. Throughout the story, he 
would grow to become Tony Soprano’s 
top earner. Among the captains, he 
may not have been the most trusted, 
but he was the person who brought in 
the big bucks for the big boss, which 
fared him well. 

__ In one of the most iconic scenes of 
his role, Vito would be outed as gay. 
The change in role was actually Gan- 
nascoli’s suggestion. The season five 
shocker would change how the world 
thought of Vito, who immediately saw 


life changes flash before his charac- 
ter’s and the world’s eyes. 

“In season five, I was caught with 
a male security guard,” Gannascoli 
says of the scene. “That year, 2005, 
was a turning point in television. At 
that time, there were very few charac- 
ters who were portrayed as gay — and 
fewer gay mobsters. I’m a self-taught 
actor, and I thought the role would be 
challenging for me, as I would begin, 
again, to play someone who I was com- 
pletely different than. 

“After that scene aired, I was the 
talk of popular television and radio 
broadcasts,” he continues. “I was in- 
vited by Howard Stern to join him in 
Vegas. I remember the moment when 
we watched the final show — I was 
with about 20 people and they basi- 
cally fell off their chairs.” 

Later, Vito’s story would come to a 
tragic ending. He was torn between 
three lives — his mob life, his family 
life, and his affairs. He would leave to 
live with a partner in New Hampshire, 
when his character felt the inclination 
to get back involved with Tony and “the 
life.” Viewed as a risk to the family, 
Gannascoli’s character would meet his 
demise in season six. Despite his char- 
acter’s untimely ending, Gannascoli is 
clearly proud of his character and the 
episodic role he played. 

“At that time, a lot of actors probably 
wouldn't have done it,” Gannascoli 
says, alluding to the changing social 
atmosphere of America at that time. 
“T was always comfortable with it from 
being in the restaurant business. I 
always wanted an acting challenge. It 
was a huge moment in television that 
changed my life, and it changed televi- 
sion in a lot of ways.” 

What is lesser known about Gan- 
nascoli is that he has had a lifelong 
passion for cooking. While he says 
that his family was not a traditional, 
“gather around the table” family, he 
developed a liking for the culinary 
arts. After leaving college, he began 
his career in the kitchen. He would 
travel the country holding many cook- 


ing positions before he got his first job 
as chef in New York. His education and 
knowledge were furthered along the 


way, but it was put on pause in order to 


pursue his career in acting. 

“I left New York to pursue a career 
in acting,” he says. “I went to Los An- 
geles. In the kitchen, I learned by do- 
ing, reading and watching. Much like 
that is how I learned to act. I made 
some connections and was lucky, but 
I hustled.” 

After his career with The Sopranos 
ended, Gannascoli would take up the 
culinary arts once more — rather by 
accident, he says. 

“T was asked by a few couples to come 
over and cook for them — make them 
a few dishes for a friend’s birthday,” he 
says. “They posted it to Facebook and 
next thing you-know, people started to 
ask me if I could do the same for them. 

“Today, I’ve done over 100 parties — 


I’m actually doing one as we speak,” he. 


continues. “We make about 18 appetiz- 
ers, pastas and main courses — and it’s 
an experience. I do trivia and tell my 
story. I do a Q&A, I take pictures with

everyone and sign bottles of wine for 
people to take home. While it’s tricky 
because you never know what kitchen 
you are walking into, it’s really unique 
and I am the only one that does it, as 
far as I’m aware.” ‘ 

His travels from kitchen to kitchen 
have brought him to the East End, 
where he says he has had the pleasure 
of preparing dishes for many. He has 
participated in the San Gennaro Feast 
in Hampton Bays for years, through 
his cooperation with local restaurants. 

“While I am originally from Brook- 
lyn and now live in East Rockaway, I 
have always loved the Hamptons,” he 
says. “When I am out there, people will 
always stop me and say how much they 
love the show and the iconic scenes I 
was in. I offer to take pictures with 
people who are hesitant to ask. I prefer 
to be an approachable guy because at 
the end of the day, that’s what I am, a 
regular guy, who happened to be in the 
right time and the right place.”
